Detroit, Mich., 8ept. 9. — Dr. Geo. 
A. Fitch, a well kuown physician, 
was arrested on suspicion o( murder- 
ing Maybelle Millman, whose dis- 
membered body was found iu two 
sacks in Ecorse creek. 

Martha Henning was taken in 
custody as a witness. 

The arrest followed the hurried 
return of the sheriff from Ann Ar- 
bor. His return was simultaneous 
with the telegram from Washington 
authorizing the submission of the 
records of the Ann Arbor postoffice 
to the sheriff. 

This is anxiously awaited in the 
hope that the records might show 
who sent the money which Miss Mill- 
man received at her home just be- 
fore leaving for Detroit three weeks 
ago. 

Extraordinary efforts for secrecy 
were made when the sheriff was 
summoned from Ann Arbor this 
evening. 

Miss Henning and Fitch were both 
questioned half an hour, then the 
doctor was taken into a separate 
room, and the girl subjected to fur- 
ther questioning. Miss Henning 
was then taken to the matron’s 
room for the night, and the doctor 
placed in a cetl. 

Fritch was previously arrested ia 
connection with the mysterious 
death of Edith Presley, a proof 
reader in the state senate, who died 
under suspicious circumstances in 
Detroit in 1907. Two criminal 
prosecutions were started after the 
Presley tragedy, and when the case 
against a member of the legislature 
wus discontinued for lack of evi- 
dence, the case against Fritch which 
depended much upon the obtaining 
of the conviction of the legislator, 
nolle proaquied.

The annual crop of "Missouri 
Meerschaums" la valued at (450,000 
wholesale Invoice. The article is a 
cob pipe made by steam and a more 
or less complicated machinery. The 
finished pipe and stein are saturated 
with an abominable glue that takes 
from the nicotine of the tobacco 
half or more of its indescribable 
enchantment. 

Your real cob pipe, such as Gen- 
eral Simon Boliver Buckner enjoys, 
lends a charm, a magic, to the man 
who smokes that no Havana cigar 
ever Imparted. It Is conductive to 
reverie and pleasing thoughts. It is 
the real pipe of peace. The cob 
must not bo steamed before the pipe 
is fashioned, but seasoned by the In- 
fluence of a late autumn and early 
winter atmosphere. 

Imagine in the Kentucky Penny- 
rlle of ‘"tls sixty years since" an old 
colored slave shelling corn for "a 
turn o' meal.” He sets aside some 
dozen of the cobs that suit his 
fancy. These he makes into pipes 
with deft and cunning hand, with a 
sharp knifej he (had employed to 
scrape "basket splits." Then "strip- 
ping" tobacco his master had al- 
lowed him to chose twenty-five or 
thirty poundH of the pick of the 
crop. This was left In bulk the 
entire winter, and when in early 
June it went into "swot" it was 
sprayed with old peach brandy, in 
which new honey was dissolved. 
Then it was twisted and laid away 
in an old, dry oak “chlst" till fall. — 
Washington Post.

Medford Springs, Pa.. Sept. 9. — 
The feature of today's session of the 
State Banker*' association of Penn- 
sylvania convention waa an addresa 
by Congressman Edward B. Vree- 
land of New York, chairman of the 
hanking and currency committee of 
congress. 

Mr. Vreeland declared he was a 
member of the nationary monetary 
commission, but be was not speaking 
ror that body. That commission, he 
said, has not attempted to formu- 
late a conclusion, but was engaged 
in collecting as thoroughly and ex- 
haustively as possible the banking 
and currency experiences of all the 
great commercial nations, including 
our own. 

The panic og 1907, a result, not of 
adversity, but of prosperity, he said, 
had awakened the majority of the 
people to the fact that our banking 
and currency system Is defective and 
neds radical changes. 

Hankers Are Might. 

“I think,” said Mr. Vreeland. 
"that today the people and congress 
of the United States are convinced 
that the American Bankers' associa- 
tion has been right for a year past 
in urging that we have at last out- 
grown our banking and currency 
system and that it needs radical 
changes in order safely to perform 
the enormous and growing business 
of the people of the United States. 

"Panics are merely the culmina- 
tion of long continued disease. 

"The defects in our system are 
such that a period of great prosper- 
ity and expansion always almost 
certain results in panic. They may
